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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered, but . 
are not persuasive, with regards to applicant's argument that the features of claim 20 would be understood and enabled to one having 
ordinary skill in the art, the mere citation that the loader is autonomously operated does not necessarily enable one of ordinary skill in the 
art to make or use the invention. The specification makes no mention of how the controller controls the loader in order to fetch material 
from a predefined loading area and the emptying area such that one of ordinary skill in the art can make or use the invention. Further, the 
claim language is unclear as to which dumper applicant is referring to in Claim 12 because there is no basis for the use of "the at least one 
of the dumper". Is it one dumper or at least one? How many dumpers are being claimed here? Also, Claim 17 is unclear as to which load 
parameter is being used to automatically guide the loader. The claims stand rejected under 35 USC 112. With regards to applicant's 
argument that loading is not discussed in the Burns reference, it is examiner's assertion that the controller in Burns maneuvers the 
dumper truck and the loading vehicle that enables the loading of the truck (See Column 6, lines 56-67 and Column 7, lines 1 -1 5), It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Burns with the specifics of the actual loading of material into the dumper 
truck of Stentz. The combination of the two references renders the claims obvious. Therefore, the claims stand rejected. 
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
